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The  Guide  to  the  County  Archives:  of  Indiana,  of  which  this  volume 
for  Martin  County  constitutes  a  part,  lias  prepared  for  the  primary  purpose 
cf  furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the  citizens  of  the 
community  with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  uso  in  consulting  the  county 
roccrds.    It  is  also  hoped  the  informtion  contained  in  these  volumes 
will  encourage  the  public  in  general  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  better 
measures.     It  is  hoped  the  inf ormation  presented  herein  concerning  the 
present  housing  and  care  of  records:  and  accommodations  for  persons,  v;ho 
may  wish  to  consult  them,  will  prove  to  have  value  for  officials  and  the 
general  citizenry*

The  inventory  of  records  was  made  during  the  period  June  15  to  June  29, 
1936,  undor  supervision  of  S.  J.  Kagan,  State  Director;:  Robert  Riddle,  Dis- 
trict Supervisor;  and  John  R.  Hilligan,  District  Research  Rditor.  The 
field  workers  wero  Claude  Llalott,  Vivian  Meridjeth,  Lester  D»  Cole,  and 
Pauline  Cripe,  all  of  Bedford.    Cooperation  was  gi^cn  by  the  county  and 
"Tories  Progress-  Administration  officials  to  make  this  survey  successful. 
The  field  workers  helped  clean  and  arrange  the  storeroom  in  the  loft  of 
the  courthouse,  where  records  were  in  a  confused  condition. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise  picture 
of  the  records  in  bibliographical  form*    The  inventory  is  preceded  with  a  munber 
of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concorning  facts  forming  the 
basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  of  the  inventory  are  carried  in  consecutive 
numbering  for  the  entire  county,  while  the  departments  arc  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order.    "There  it  is  applicable .natural  gfoupings  under  a  subject  heading 
aro  made  within  tlxc  office.    A  cross  reference  indo:-:  following  the  inventory 
is  intonded  to  help  the  reader  locate  records  with  the  least  effort. 
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HISTORY 


Martin  County,  located  in  the  southeastern  part  of  tho  Stato,  is 
bounded  on  the  norbh  by  Grccno  County,  on  tho  east  by  Lav/rence  and 
Orange  Counties,  on  tho  south  by  Dubois:  County,  and  on  the  west  by 
Daviess-  Comity,  .  It  has  an  area  of  339  square-  miles. 

One  of  the  first  white  settlers-  in  Martin  County  was  John  Patricl: 
McGowan,  "who  located:  on  the  east  fork  of  "White  River  about  one  mile 
below  Mount  Pleasant,  near  the  present  site-  of  Houghton* s  Bridge,  In 
1808  or  1809,  he  established  a  ferry  at  this  point  which  was  on  the: 
trail  between  Clarksville  and  Vinocnncs*    In  May*  1812,  McC-owan  was: 
killed  by  a  band  of  Shawnee  Indians:*  '-  Frederick  Sholts  moved  in  and 
entered  a  tract  of  land  October  20,  1814,  which  later  came  into  possession 
of  trie  Hindostan  Land  Company  and  became  the  town  site* 

About  that  time  two  other  settlements  were  made  on  white  River  within 
the  prosent  county  boundaries-*    Phillip  Davis,  Cager  Peck,  3c-.iv.cy  and  John 
Riley,  and  the  Summers  and  Hunt  families-  located'  at  Mount  Pleasant, 
Clement  Horsey  was  the  first  of  a  group  to  locate  on  the  present  site  of 
Shoals*    James  Stephens  and  William  Daugherty  established  themselves  as 
farmers  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  in  1815,  where-  the  town  of  West 
Shoals  now  stands* 

By  1819,  the  community  established  at  Hindostan,  tho  most  numerous 
and  energetic  in  the  county,  laid  out  and  platted  a  town*    Captain  Caleb 
Fellows-,  who  had  lived  in  India  for  some  time,  named  the  town  Hindostan* 
The  nerfc  year,  the  settlers  composing  the  Hindostan  Company,  interested 
themselves  in  the  formation  of  a  new  county* 
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Martin  County  wa3'  formed  out  of  lauds-  in  Daviess:  and  Dubois  Counties, 
by  an  act  of  tho  State  legislature,  passed  January  17,  1820.    The  boundaries 
as-  defined  by  the  act  were:    "Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  township 
four,  north  of  range  throe,  wost  of  the  second  principal  meridian,  thence 
south  with  the  range  line  dividing  two  and  three  wost,  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  section  thirteen,  in  township  one  north,  of  range  three  west, 
thonce  west  with  the  section  line  dividing  twelve-  and  thirteen,  in  said 
township*  to  tho  eastern  branch  of  Yvhite  river,  thence  down  with  the  meanders 
of  said  river,  to  tho  sectional  line  dividing  twenty-three  and  twenty-four, 
of  township  one  north,  of  range  five  west,  thence  north  with  said  sectional 
lino  dividing  thirty-five  and  thirty-six,  in  township  tv.ro,  three  and  four- 
north,  of  range  five  west,  to  the  township  lino-  dividing  four  and  five, 
thonce  east  with  said  township  line  to  tho  place  of  beginning*"    (Laws  of 
Indiana,  1619-20,  pp.  54-55.) 

The  boundaries,  of  the  county  were-  changed  and  its-  arerp  incrcas-ed  by  an 
act  of  January  24,  182S.  which  provided  that  "the  congressional  townships- 
numbered  five  north  of  ranges;  three  and  four  west  of  tho  second  principal 
meridian,  as  attached  until  otherwise-  directed  by  law  to  Daviess  county, 
by  the  act  relative  to  county  boundaries  approved,  January  51,  1324,  shall 
hcrcabtcr  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  attached  to  the  county  of  Martin*" 
(Law.;,  of  Indiana,  - 1827-28,  pp.  17-15.) 

Tho  proprietors  of  Hindostan,  in  an  instrument  which  is  recordod  in 
Shoals,  offered  to  donate  a  public  square,  other  lands,  and  (-5,000,  providing 
the  seat  of  justice  of  the  newly-formed  county  was  located  at  Hiudosti  3  , 
The  Commissioners— l-'athias  3  holts-,  John  licrian,  and  George  Llitcheltroc— at 
a  mooting  which  was  held  I.Iarch  27,  1320  at  tho  home  of  Jose-/:  D*  Clements  in 
Hindostan,  accepted  this  offer. 
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The  first  circuit  court  in  Llartin  County  -was  hold  l.'arch  17,  1020,  alco 
in  the  home^  Joseph  D,  Clements*    Johnathan  Doty  v/acr  presiding  judge,  and 
Ezokiel  Porter  and  Frederick  Sholts  vrcre  associate  judges*    Thomas  G#  Prentiss 
was  the  first  Clerk  and  Recordor;-  Julius:  Johnson,  Sheriff;  and  John  P»  Porter, 
Prosecuting  Attorney* 

Sometime  in  182C-27  an  opidomic  (probably  cholera)  svrcpt  through  Kind- 
octan  and  took  a  heavy  toll  of  lives*    The  dead  exceeded  in  numbers  tho- 
living  population  of  the  tov.n,  and  the  only  resident  to  escapo  the  disease 
tvac-  a  man  named  Rufus  Brov.n* 

In  182S  the  situation  called  for  the  removal  of  the  county  seat,  and 
an  act  of  the  legislature-  passed  January  24,  authorised  that  change.  Mount 
Pleas-ant,  -which  had  been  unaffected  by  the  epidemic,  v:as-  chosen  as  the  seat 
of  justice.    This-  marked  the  beginning  of  a  series  of  county  seat  changes 
•which  has  no  equal  in  any  other  county  in  the  State* 

Mount  Pleasant  was--  far  from  the  geographical  center  of  the  county, 
•which  T/as  rapidly  increasing  in  population©    On  January  15,  1344,  the 
advocates  of  relocation  succeeded  in  getting  an  act  passed  to  ':;hat  effect, 
■with  tho  proviso  that  the  county  seat  -was  not  to  be  located  more  than  three 
and  ono  half  miles-  from  tho  center  of  tho  county*    The  place  selected  -was- 
Talbcrfcs-  Bluff,  on  the  east  bank  of  Vihito  River  and  novr  the  present  site  cf 
Shoals*    Tho  sito  -was  platted  and  recorded'  under  the  name  of  ilcmnhis*

The  some  year,  duo  to  disatisfaction,  the  county  scat  imas  changed  to

Karrisonville*    This  feeling  persisted  even  after  the  change*    An  act  of 
January  11,  1345,  provided  for  an  election  to  settle  tho  county  seat  question* 
The  electorate  votod  for  another  change,  and  a  second  election  was  hold  April, 
1S45,  to  select  relocation  commissioners*    These  officials  selected  a  sito 


"within  a  mil©  and  a  half  of  tho  geographical  center  of  tho  county".  Tho 

land  wq$  donated  and  plattod  under  the  namo  of  Hillsborough  which  was 

changed  to  Dover  Kill  by  an  act  of  February  11,  1843, 

For  fifteen  years-  tho  county  seat  remained  hero,  but  Dover  Hill  was- 

three  miles  from  a  railroad  and  sentiment  for  another  chango  grow.  On 

September  7,  18 6G,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Commissi oners  urging  tho 

removal  of  tho  county  scat  back  to  Memphis*  which  was  located  on  a  railroad, 

and  in  a  central  position  in  the  county  on  Yihite  River*    The  Commissioners, 

however,  ordered  tho  seat  of  justice  removed  to  Loogcotec,  the  2a"rgest  town 

in  the  county,  but  located  two  and  a  half  miles'  from  tho  eastern  county  line. 

A) 

After  vigorous  protest  this  removal  order  was  rescinded. 

During  the  course  of  the  bitter  fight  that  followed,  an  order  was  issued 
locating  the  county  seat  once  again  at  Harrisonyille*    This  order  was  never 
carried  out,  and  as  a  compromise  the  seat  of  justice  was  finally  located, 
December  11,  1869,  *  at  Memphis,  on  the  west  bank  of  Vftiite  River.    The  town 
was:  rechartered  under  the  name  of  West  Shoals,  and  the  eighth  county  seat 
of  Martin  County  was  opened  July  4,  1871.    "When  the  courthouse  was  destroyed 
by  fire  April  27,  1876,  the  county  offices'  were?  temporarily  moved  across 
the  river  to  Shoals.    West;  Shoals  and  Shoals  were  incorporated  under  tho 
name  of  Shoals  and  the  seat  of  Martin  County  was  thus  placed  in  that  town* 

The  person  for  whom  Martin  Comity  is  named  is  uncertain  and  lios  between 
Major  Thomas  Martin  or  John  P.  Martin,  both  of  Kentucky*    There  are  nii 
townships  in  the  county:    MoCameron,  Baker,  Brown,  Mitcheltree,  Perry, 
Center,  Halbert,  Rutherford,  and  Lost  River.    The  incorporated  towns  are 
Shoals  and  Loogoot ee. 


Tho  first  courthouse  of  Uartin  County— at  Kindostan— -v.-ac-  a  log  cabin* 
The  contract  was  let  to  Benjamin  Adans  on  June  5,  1820,  and  tho  agreed  cost 
■was  04,135. 00.    After  tho  county  scat  v/as  raoved  to  Mount  Pleasant,  a 
"spacious  bricl:  courthouse  was  orcctcd".    Y.hilo  tho  county  coat  v;as'  located 
in  Dover  Hill  a  two  story  brick  building  housed  the  cour^ty  offices.  This 
building  vrtxsotom  down  and  tho  material  used  to  erect  the  cor<rthouso  at 
V'est  Shoals,  whioh  v/as  destroyed  by  firo.    Tho  present  courthouse  is  built 
on  this  same  site. 


GOTjiftl&EIHAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 

The  county  serves  as  a  unit  Tor  tho  maintenance  of  peace  through 
the  Sheriff;  the  administration  of  justice  through  the  judicial  circuit; 
tho  administration  of  welfare  work  through  hospitals,  infirmaries  and 
poor  reliof  systems;  the  administration  of  public  works,  such  as  highways , 
buildings  and  drainage  system;  the  imposition  and  collection  of  traces;  the 
holding  of  elections;  the  administration,  to  a  limited  degree,  of  education 
and  enforcement  of  State  laws  and  docrees* 

Tho  Gonoral  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  board,  doing  business  in  Martin 
County,  powers!  of  a  local  administrative  character  (l  Indiana  Rev*  Stat,, 
1852,'  Ch.  20,  Sec.  1)« 

The  business  of  Martin  County  is  execute©  and  discharged  by  a  group  of 
officials,  some  elected  and  some  appointed*    Tho  Constitution  directs:  that 
there  shall  bo  elected  by  tho  people,  at  tho  time  of  holding  general  elections, 
a  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Auditor,  Recorder,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  Coroner, 
and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const.,  Art*  6,  Sec*  2);  and  that  such  other  county 
office,  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  elected  and  appointed  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.    (Indiana  Const*,  Art*  6,  Sec*  3)*    From  this 
clause,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  tho  elective  office  of  Assessor, 
(Acts.  1919,  Burns  64-1101  /l420p7)  and  Council  (Acts  1399;  Burns  26-502/5503/); 
and  the  appointive  offices;  Health  Commissioner,  (Acts  1399,  Burns  26-501 
3QQ?7)y  Agricultural  Agent,  (Acts  1925,  Burns  28-4911);  Highway  Supervisor, 
(Acts-  1933,  Burns  36-1110);  and  Board  of  Public  Welfare1,  (Acts  1936,  Special 
Session,  Burns  52-1117)*    The  establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the 
beginning  of  separate  records  as  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly  under  the 
provisions  for  each  respective  office*.

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The  Constitution  also  provides  that  tho  Gtato  shall,  from  tine  to 
time,  he  divided  into  judicial  circuits;;  and  a  oiidge  and  Prosecuting 
Attorney  elected  for  each  circuit*    (Indiana  Const,,  Art.  7,  Sec.  !!)• 
The  forty-ninth  circuit,  Martin  and  Daviess  Counties,  Was  established 
in  1925  (Acts  1925,  1927,  and  1935,-  Burns  4-332), 

Between  tho  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  tho  Constitution 
of  1851,  practically  no  changes  were  made  in  the  form  of  government  in 
Llartin  County.    Following  this  poriod  to  tho  present  time,  changes  v/ore 
mainly  enlargements  of  tho  government,  such  as  tho  creation  of  tho  officos 
above.    As  a  protection  to  tho  taxpayers  of  each  county,  tho  Board  of  Review 
was  established  (Acts-  1919,  Burns  64-122  /l420s7),  and  later  followed  the 
formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Adjustments  (Acts  1933,  Burns  64-304).  Tho 
record  of  the  actions  of  the  latter  board  are  incorporated  with  the  records 
affected. 

The  administration  of  education  in  Martin  County  (outside  of  municipal 
corporations)  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  and 
the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  (Acts  1639,  1911,  1915,  and  1927;  Burns 
28-702  fcdcf/) . 

As  each  office  v.ras  created,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  type  of 
records  Which  should  be  kept,  in  many  cases-  listing  the  particular  form  of 
the  page.    Martin  County  was  allowed  its  ov/n  form  of  accounting  until,  in  1909, 
tho  legislature  established  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  which  "shall  formulate, 
prescribe  and  install  a  system  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  shall  be 
uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class."  (Acts  1909,  Bums  60-202 
^/l2-65?7).    Under  this  new  law,  some  of  the  records  were  combined  to  eliminate 


separation.,  duplication  and  overlapping,    Tho  lav;  qlso  permits  the  uso  of 
bound  iooseleaf  records'  in  almost  all  cases  "where  tho  records  aro  typed* 
The  quality  of  tho  papor  and  ink,  binding  and  rcbinding  practices  aro  left 
to  the  judgment  of  tho  Board  of  County  Commissioners-,  c::copt  that  a  good 
quality  is  asked* 

IVhenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records  for 

any  office  of  IJartin  County  from  mutilation,  tho  Board  of  Commissioners-

issue^an  order  directing  tho  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe  tho 
record  for  preservation*     (Acts  1877,  Burns  26-204  /o09o/)«    Such  records 
transcribed  have  the  force  and  effect  of  the  original  record*    (Acts  1877, 
Burns  26-635  ^60947)  • 
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HOUSING  OF  PUBLIC  RECORDS 


Tho  Martin  County  courthouse,  constructed  in  1876,  of  brick  and 
limestone,  measures  72*  by  50 1  by  40',  allowing  144,000  cubic  foot  in 
space*    The  building  houses  tho  offices-  of  Assessor,  Auditor,  Clerk, 
Coroner,  Superintendent  of  Highways,  Recorder,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
and  Trcasuror,  all  on  tho  first  floor.    Although  this  building  has  nover 
been  damaged  by  fire,  there  was  a  fire  early  in  187G,  destroying  about  7% 
of  tho  records  prior  to  that  time*    This  courthouse  is  -approximately  30;'» 
fireproof,  and  has  fireproof  vaults  to  contain  about  50$  of  the  records* 

The  Agricultural  Agent *s  bureau  is  located  in  the  Opera  House  Building, 
on  South  Main  Street,  and  all  records-,  for  this  bureau  are  housed  there.  It 
is  recommended  that  ample  space  and  equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper 
housing  of  this'  bureau  and  its  records  in  the  courthouse* 

The  Assessor's  and  Auditor* s  bureaus-  occupy  a  room  located  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  tho  first  floor.    It  measures  22*  by  18-g-*  by  15*,  with 
two  doors  S£*  by  2|r»  and  6^-*  by  3*,  and  three  windows  S-rr*  by  3-|V*.  The 
floor  is  hardwood,  ceiling  and  walls,  plaster,  all  in  fair  condition.  'There- 
is  good  ventilation,  temperature  varies,  with  plenty  of  dust.    Along  the 
west  wall  and  under  a  counter,  there  are  15*  of  wood  shelving,  all  of  "which 
arc  occupied  "with  bound  volumes,  while  a  filing  cabinet  provides-  20*  of 
boxes  10"  deep,  occupied  with  unbound  materials.    The  roc;  is  very  crowded, 
allowing  no  room  for  further  expansion*    One  table,  two  rolltop  desks',  and 
three  chairs,  all. in  poor  condition,  provide  tho  only  accommodations  for 
users.    Approximately  2%  of  tho  Assessor *s  records  are  housod  here,  while 
Qo%  are  stored  in  tho  attic  record  room,  and  15/o  are  stored  in  tho  coal  bin 
room  in  the  basement.    Approximately  9%  of  tho  Auditor *s  records-  are  housed 
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in  tho  offico,  S0%  in  $he^  Audit  or*  s  vault,  0%  aro  stored  in  tho  basemeai 
coal  bin  room,  and  5%  are  housed  in  the  attic  record  room.    The  Auditor's 
vault  measures  12*  by  12*  by  5-^-',  vrith  ono  door  6^'  by  2*10",  and  no 
•windows.    The  floor  is  brick,  coiling  and  Walls*  plastered  brick,  all  in 
good  condition.    There  is  practically  no  ventilation,  temperature  cool, 
with  plenty  of  dust,  soot,  and  dampness.    Along  the  east,  v;ost,  and  south 
v.ralls,  there  are  75*  of  r;ood  sholving,  all  of  w&ieh  are  occupied  with  bound 
volumes,  while  35 T  of  bound  volumes;  and  90*  of  boxes"  10"  dcop,  occupied 
with  unbound  matorials,  aro  piled  in  loft  of  the  vault.    The  roc:.;  is  crowded* 
allowing  no  further  space  for  expansion.    There-  aro  no  accoxonodationc  for 
users.    Approximately  Q0%  of  tho  Auditor *s  records  and  65%  of  the  Highway 
Supervisor's  records  are  stored  here.    It  is  recommended  that  new  shelving 
be  allotted  for  tho  proper  housing  of  these,  public  records. 

Tho  Clerics-  bureau,,  located  in  tho  northwest  part  of  the  first  floor, 
comprises  a  main  office  and  record  room.    The  main  office  measures  21 1  by  15' 
by  13*,  vrith  one  door  6*8"  by  2tll-?yn,  and  three  windows-  8fM  by  The 
floor  is  wood,  ceiling  and  walls-,  painted  plaster,  all  in  poor  condition. 
There  is  no  ventilation,  temperature  varies,  vrith  plenty  of  dust,  soot,  and 
dampness*    Along  tho  north  and  west  walls,  there  are  50'  of  wood  shelving, 
of  which  47'  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes,  while  170*  of  boxecr  10"  dcop, 
occupied  with  unbound  materials-,  are  under  a  counter  in  center  of  room.  It 
is  very  crowded,  allowing  no  space  for  expansion  with  new  shelving.    A  book 
shelf,  used  as  a  doslc,  four  chairs,  a  high  stool  and  a  15'  counter  afford 
fair  accommodations  to  users.    It  is  recommended  that  new  shelving  and  equip- 
ment be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  these  public  records.  Approximately 
15/^  of  tho  bureau's  records,  and  25>4  of  the  Highway  Supervisor's  rocords  are 
stored  hore.    Tho  record  room  moasuros  17*4"  by  4-g-f  by  13*,  vrith  ono  door 


6 '10"  by  2 '10",  and  no  windows.    Tho  floor  is  concrete,  ceiling  and  walls, 
unpainted  plaster,  all  in  good  V  but  dirty  condition.    There  is  no  ventilation, 
tomperature  varies,  with  plenty  of  duct.    Along  the  east,  west,  and  south 
T.ralls,  thero  are  42*  of  'wood  shelving,  of  which  36'  arc  occupied  with  bound 
volumes,  while  126 1  of  boxes  10"  deep,  occupied  vrith  unbound  materials,  arc 
stored  above  shelving.    It  is-  vary  crowded,  allowing  no  space  for  expansion. 
A  stop-ladder  is  the  only  accommodation  to  users.    Approximately  o7/Z  of  the 
Clcrl:*c  records  are  stored  here© 

The  Eaalth  Commissioners  bureau,  located  in  Dr.  Ilicheals *  private  office 
on  Church  Street,  Loogootee,  houses,  all  records-  there.     It  is  recommended 
that  ample  space  and  equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  this 
bureau  and  its  records  in  tho  courthouse.  \ 

Tho  Hi^y.vay  Supervisor's  bureau  occupies  the  same  room  as  tho  Auditor. 

Tho  Recorder's  bureau,  located  in  the  west  center  section  of  the  court- 
house, comprises  a  main  office  and  record  vault.    The  main  office  measures 
24-«  by  13*  by  13*,  with  two  doors  8^-*  by  2-J-*  ai^d  6^  by  2 '10",  and  two  windows 
8vr*  by  3g*»    The  floor  is  hardwood,  ceiling  and  walls,  plaster,  all  in  good 
condition.    There  is  poor  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions,  with  plenty 
of  duct,  soot,  and  dampness.    Thore  arc  2"  of  boxes.  24"  deep,  occupied  with 
unbound  materials,  on  a  counter.    It  is  not  crowded,  allowing  ample  space  for 
expansion.    Two  tables,  four  chairs,  ono  stool,  an  18*  counter  and  one  slant- 
top  deck,  afford  fair  accommodations  to  users.    Approximately  1%  of  tho  bureau' 
records  are  housed  here.    The  record  vault,  located  south  of  tho  main  office, 
measures  12*  by         by  12*,  with  ono  door  6-|-*  by  2*10",  ana  no  windows.  Tho 
floor  is  concrete,  ceiling  and  v.ulls,  plaster,  all  in  fair  condition.  There 
is  no  ventilation,  temperature  cool,  with  plonty  of  duct,  soot,  and  dar.pr.jss.
